Hie plans which have beta drawn up log the slimline 
teali/e little if any of the ideas and ideals which lneinlxis ol the student bod) 
and faculty alike have hoped to see |>ei jK'iiated in the form of a tangible reality. 

Ideas Bad clloi is of campus organizations and faculty and student lommii 
lees have been thrown into discard. Plans for the Union have proceeded with 
Uttlti if any. regard for the advice and thoughts which ha\e beta consc ieiuioiisly 
advanced by members of the student body and faculty. 

The plans, as drawn up, provide (or a niagnilueni .made which will provide 
space lot various shop and conimeui.il recreational facilities in which the stu- 
dents mas s|>end theii money in an effort to secure those facilities foi recitation 
which the University should provide. Little provision will be made for lounging 
facilities. 

The need loi a suitable ball mom loi dances and social (unctions, the one 
outstanding problems which has especially pioinpted a need lot a Student Union 
building for a number of years, has been overlooked almost entirely in the b|nM 
of the stiucture. Instead, a small loom, appioximately the size ol the dance Hour 
.il ilie Lafayette hotel, has been piowdcd-a piovision altogelhei iii.iilcc|ii.tU' loi 
the needs ol a student body as laigc as that enrolled hen at the I'liivcisilv. 
Wherefore it will be necessary lo continue to use i lie- huge bainlikc tti uc i ui c 
known as the .Men's Gym for social allairs and otlei no solution whatsocvei lot i 
gwn llooi iciideicd until lor pla\ing Im..ium <>l ihe slick condition oci.isioncd b\ 
dances thereon.

The continued demand for farm 
building plans is being met by the 
College of Agriculture of the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky as shown by 
the fact that 250 sets of plans have 
been sent out within the last year, 
one-fourth of them being for to- 
bacco barns. 

A total of 660 plans were distrib- 
uted to small farms in 18 states last 
year. As a result of these plans a 
large number of poultry houses, 
dairy barns, hog houses, general 
barns and dwelling houses are be- 
ing constructed throughout the 
state.

To the Editm 

It is apparent that the proposed Student 
Union Building which has been a dream in the 
minds of the lampus organizations for the last 
four years will soon become a reality. . The ten- 
tative plans have been drawn, government ap- 
propriation has been procured, and the Student 
Union bond issue has been sold. 

The original purpose of the Student Union 
Huilding was to provide a more suitable gath- 
ering place to further student interests and ac- 
tivities. .This, of course, meant that the build- 
ing would be constructed for the best interests 
• >/ the student body of the University and would 
contain such equipment and provide such facil- 
ities as deemed necessary by the committee. 

In order to better ascertain the needs and de- 
sires of the student body the committee request- 
ed advice from the Inter-Fraternity Council, 
Woman's Self-Governing Association, Student 
Council, Omicron Delta Kappa, and other stu- 
dent groups. However, this advice has been giv- 
en no consideration, as is shown by the fact that 
a few of the higher University authorities have 
taken the matter entirely out of the committee's 
hands. The original plans provided for a swim- 
ming pool, large ball room, club rooms, student 
activity rooms, and facilities for University-op- 
erated enterprises such as the post office, book 
store, Kentuckian and Kernel. It was decided 
that the swimming pool would not be practical 
due to ventilation and other problems, and the 
student body was reconciled with the promise 
of a spacious ball room. 

It was recently learned, however, that the 
afore mentioned University aythorilies had de- 
cided to limit the size of the ball room to that 
of the Lafayette Hotel ball room and to use the 
entire basement floor as an arcade for business 
enterprises. This would make the building 
partly self-supporting, according to the authori- 
ties, but on the other hand would it be a true 
Student Union Huilding* 

The authorities, when questioned about the 
matter, reluctantly stated that the ball room 
-.could take up too much space and would not 
bring in enough revenue to merit such installa- 
tion. They overlooked the possibility of holding 
Student Union dances as they do in other places 
where such buildings are located, and bring in 
more revenue and students into the building 
than any other one thing they tould put in the 
building. They further stated that the Univer- 
sity social functions would continue to be held 
m the Alumni Gymnasium and that the Student 
Union Building would be connected to the gym- 
nasium. This is not practical due to thr fad 
i hut the Athletic Council is going to deny the 
use of the gymnasium for social functions after 
the Student Union Building is completed, be- 
iau.se of the damage done to the floor of the 
basketball court. 

Theiefoie, the social function would ncces- 
iarily be held in a ball room which could ncJ 
accommodate the crowd, and one of the main 
purposes of the Student Union Building will 
have been lost. 

Since this is a student proja I and will ulti- 
mately be supported by the students, we should 
have a voice in the construction of the building, 
and demand a ball room which would accom- 
modate the large crowds which always attend 
University social functions. 



We realize that we can not make any demand' 

of these University authorities, but we request 
that they see fit to have a conference with rep 
rescntatives of various student organizations and 
the Student Union Committee to discuss thr 
plans before they are srnl off for final conforma 
tinn.

Heretofore, the (art that the Gentian |x-o|>lc 
themselves stand solidly against war, has been 
thrust into the background by the more dra- 
matic and formidable actions of the Reiilifuhrcr. 
Hitler's relation to Germany, as it stands today, 
has taken on a new meaning. It must be rcmcm 
Ix red ihat Hitler himself is not a native Ger- 
man. If, then, the German people do not want 
war. would he not be wise in keeping secret 
any plans or preparations he may have made, or 
is making for war? 

It should also be recalled that Hitler himself 
has bad no military experience other than such 
as he might have gained as a corporal in the 
German army during the last war. He knows 
only of the threat of war as a diplomatic weapon 
to be held over the heads of other diplomats; 
he knows not of the strategics of actual warfare. 
It is highly possible that, such being the case, he 
is overestimating his country's military strength 
while underestimating the power of France and 
the rest. 

However, it has l>een claimed while diplo 
nary delays. Hitler becomes more strongly in- 
trenched for war. both physically and mentally. 
It has been said that if England continues to 
procrastinate, then the smaller countries of Eu- 
rojie will interpret that delay as being favorable, 
or at least, as being indifferent to Hitler's ac- 
tions. 

We do not believe such is the case with Brit- 
ain. That nation will always, in our opinion, 
stand hand in hand with France, at least in war. 
There is some basis for the French assertion, 
nonetheless, that a definite movement by Eng- 
land would |>erhaps be the best thing for Eu- 
rope as a whole. 

How far does Hitler think he can go before 
he climaxes his actions by throwing Europe in- 
to another war? Is it possible that he actually 
has no desire for combat, but is merely trying 
tn stand up for the rights that Germany may not 
have had in the past? These are questions which 
are of general interest to all the world and if the 
answers to them were known, Europe might 
once more settle down to a peaceful, normal 
existence. 

Under prevailing conditions, it seems im|K>s- 
siblc that Hitler could hope to attract sufficient 
allies in a general conflict to sustain his cause- 
over a period of a year. Of course, it is impossi- 
ble to ascertain just what would happen between 
European countries if Germany should set off 
the spark which would ignite the powdtf keg, 
but on the surface of things it appears that not 
a major slate on the continent, or in the world 
for that mailer, would side with Hitler. 

In the meantime, aggressiveness continues to 
be the Reich's chief policy. France and England 
are bearing ihe brunt of the diplomatic load, 
with France, impulsive and irrepressible and an- 
tagonistic as ever, acting as the world's mouih- 
pteot. The British are hesitant toward making 
any definite move in diplomatic circles. Eng- 
land. |Kihaps, is the force which keeps Ger- 
many and 1 ranee from tearing at each others 
throat, and as such deserves the commendation 
of the world.
